REPEATER AUTOMATIC CONTROL APPROVED as FCC commissioners act on Docket 20112. 
In a Report and Order released June 11, the FCC requires that repeaters oper- 
ated without a control operator must record their transmissions for later 
review, incorporate procedures to shut the system down for "malfunctions or 
improprieties." "Closed Repeaters" (defined as "repeaters used only by per- 
sons specifically authorized by the control Operator") are exempted from the 
requirements for recording and review -- such systems typically require some 
form of coded access. No modification of existing repeater licenses is re- 
quired by the terms of the Report and Order, which goes into effect July 28,

FCC CHARGES 50 CB RADIO OPERATORS - Ed Major, a CB radio operator didn't use 
his KEX6434 call letters over the weekend when he broke in on a conversation 
between two other operators to warn them that FCC inspectors were in town. 

As a result, Major, a CB operator since 1972, faces a maximum $500 fine by the 
FCC in Washington for improper procedure - not using the call letters. He 

was cited by the FCC inspectors he warned the other operators about. They 
monitored his transmission. 


Over the weekend more than 50 CB operators in Charlotte, No. Carolina were 
cited by the six-man inspection team from the FCC's Special Enforcement Fa- 
cility in Powder Springs, GA., near Atlanta. The special team that was formed 
last August is responsible for monitoring CB operations in nine Southeastern 
states. Paul L. Marrangoni, who heads the inspection team, said monitoring 
was done from a mobile unit that located the antenna of the station being 
monitored. Most of the operators cited were charged with either technical or 
procedural violations such as having antennas that were too high, talking for 
more than the five-minute limit on single conversations or not using the call 
— letters before and after each broadcast. 


Another fairly widespread violation, the inspector said, was using too much 
power. Marrangoni said he discovered come operators using in excess of 250 
watts, half the minimum power of some commercial radio stations. kk said 
about 15 people were cited for operating equipment without a license. MWhese 
face a miximum penalty of $10,000 and / or one year in jail. The others 
charged face a miximum fine of $500.

HIGH DRAMA ON THE HIGH SEAS and 20 meter SSB last Sunday when amateur radio 
effected a rescue (Junelst). It began mid afternoon when an obviously in- 
experienced operator appeared on the Maritime Mobile Service Net at 14313 
calling "Mayday." Listeners quickly learned that the captain of the yacht 
"Honeybee", two days out of the Virgin Islands bound for the States, had had 
a heart attack. He died soon afterward. Five inexperienced people were on 
board, and the vessel was rolling badly in heavy seas. 


Net listeners alerted the Coast Guard and WB4SQJ (Miami CG Rescue Service 
Club statior } and WB5KTY/5 (New Orleans CG) came up on frequency. Direction 
finding stations determined the location of the craft and an on-frequency 
consultation got it turned around and headed for the nearest land, Grand 
Caicos. In the meantime a VE7 had found VP5GT on Grand Turk down the band 
and brought him on frequency. VP5GT, familiar with both islands, recommended 
bypassing the difficult anchorage at Grand Caicos and continuing on to Grand 
Turk where an easier landing could be made the next morning. 


The drama continued through the night as the gods of propagation smiled and 

20 stayed open. About a dozen active stations and probably hundreds more 

just listening stood by and monitored the "Honeybee's" progress. Phone 
patches were.run to the passengers' families and to the ship's owner, K2PSO -- 
it was his foresight, leaving his on-board TR-4 tuned up on 14313 and instruc 
ing the crew to "turn it on and yell for help" if they ever got in serious 
trouble, that made the rescue possible. 


19 hours after the first "Mayday" the "Honeybee" was talked into Grand Turk 
harbor by VP5GT and hundreds of sleepless hams breathed sighs of relief. 
Listeners commented on the extraordinary discipline during the long operation, 
both of the active stations and those just standing by. "Well done!" to all.
